REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee 


OF 


CORNISH, N. H. 


Your Committee will cheerfully submit the following as 
his report of the condition of the Common Schools in 
Cornish. 

There have been 30 Schools, taught in 15 districts. The 
number of different scholars is 286. Highteen teachers 
have been employed, 16 females and 2 males. Four were 
beginners in the business; 14 have had more or less experi- 
ence. I think our schools will compare favorably with pre- 
vious year, still there is great need ofimprovement. The ap- 
pended statistical table gives the names of the Prudential 
Committee and teachers, the length of the schools, the num- 
ber of scholars, the amount of money received by the dis- 
tricts, and the wages of the teachers per month including 
board. Other particulars may be mentioned, as follows. 

No. 1. (“Batuocn’s”) Miss Exira EH. Hart, Cuas, D, 
Nevens, Teachers. 

Summer Term.—Miss Hart taught this school with a 
degree of success. She needed more energy to inspire in 
her pupils a love of study and school instruction. Writing 
was made a specialty. The Little Folks printed the alpha- 
bet in small and capital letters finely. ‘The closing exam- 
ination was satisfactory. 
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Winter Term.—Mr. Nevens was a teacher of some expe- 
rience and good literary attainments. ‘There was a good 
’ number of scholars. At my first visit the appearances were 
favorable, although you might discern, on the part of the 
scholars, a want of love for study and respect for good order+ 
Did Mr. Nevens fail in dicipline, so far,he was responsi- 
ble. In the school room, if youtake care of little wrongs, 
great ones will not occur. Was there prejudice from the 
outset against your teacher, it proves what a trifling cause 
may destroy the success of a school. Near the middle of 
the term, when about half the scholars had been taken 
home, measures were taken to restore them but proved in- 
effectual. There were four scholars present at examination. 
They had made a decided improvement. I see by register 
there were two attending the last week. 

No. 2. (“Asove tHE Bripnes.”) Miss Hartiz J. Hit- 
prREeTH, Teacher. 

Miss Hildreth has had a long and successful experience 
in teaching. She has taught in this district nine terms. 
This is one of the best sehools in town in rank. Between 
teacher and scholars, there was a good understanding and 
sympathy, which was equally praiseworthy for both. There 
have been three terms, of 10, 8 and 12 weeks, the past 
year. These rare advantages were well improved. This 
school, the last term, gave two exhibitions, with an admit- 
tance fee of ten cents, thereby realizing the round sum of 
twelve dollars. Next term the school will have the use of 
Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary, and a large map of the 
United States. This is a step in the right direction. 

No. 3. (“ Srepwen A. Tracy’s.’’) Miss Lorriz F, Tor- 
ry, Teacher. There is, in this district, material for a good 
school. Miss Torry taught both terms. She partially fail- 
ed in thoroughness and aptness for imparting instruction, 
but, considering the length of terms, she did quite well.— 
Some advance was made.

No. 4. (** Dineueton.”) Miss Anate E. Wetp, Teach- 
er, Summer and Fall. Both terms, the scholars enjoyed 
the instruction of Miss Weld. Her methods of conducting 
recitations were among the best. This school was all that 
could be desired. All the branches received their appro- 
priate attention. We hope Miss Weld will teach in Cor- 
nish many terms. 

No. 5. ( Capt. Seta Jounson’s.’”?) Miss Neture EK. Mor- 
Gan, Teacher. Miss Morgan taught this school the Sum- 
mer and Fallterms. She is an excellent scholar and easily 
imparts her knowledge to others, Visiting her school, you 
would be at once impressed by her working habits. There 
was a gradual and perceptible advance in the order and schol- 
arship of those who were under her charge. The appear- 
ance of the school was highly commendable at both ex- 
aminations. 

No. 6. (‘Tue Frat.”) Miss Marton Wesreate, Teach- 
er. Miss Westgate has taught this school seven terms. 
Such a fact is a sufficient recommendation. With a model 
teacher, this is a model school. Seldom do we see teacher 
and scholars so vigorously engaged in school work. It 
does one good to visit this school. Busy as bees—happy 
as birds in a June morning. When the Uéttle folks have 
learned and recited their lessons, you will see them pleas- 
antly engaged in printing or drawing. No time for idle- 
ness or play. Systematic in her methods of discipline and 
instruction, she is enabled to accomplish great results. 1 
think this is one secret of her success. She devotes all her 
spare hours to a preparation for school duties, Miss West- 
gate has received the hearty co-operation of parents and 
scholars. At both examinations the room was finely deco- 
rated with wreaths and pictures, and filled, also, with the 
citizens of the district. The entire routine of examinations 
was a perfect success. 
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No. 7. (Tae Crntre.”) Miss Martna J. Bartuert, 
and Grorer L. Demrne, Teachers. 

Summer Term.—Miss Bartlett was a quiet, unassuming 
teacher. At each of my visits I found her doing a good 
work. The improvement was commendable. 

Winter Term. The school enjoyed the services of Mr. 
Deming. He is an excellent, clear-headed and practical 
teacher. Much care was manifested in drilling the classes 
in Algebra, Arithmetic and Grammar. The examinations 
were spirited. Several took part in asking the “ whys and 
wherefores,” which were satisfactorily answered. 

No. 8. (‘‘ Gowarp’s.”) Miss Hannan L. Demine, Teach- 
er. Miss Deming is an experienced teacher. She kept a 
capital school. Good order, good progress and the warm 
affection of the pnpils, were her rewards. 

Fall Term, taught by the same teacher. “Take care of 
the minutes,” was the motto. Here were excellent reci- 
tations in Mental Arithmetic and Geography. Also every 
characteristic of a superior school. At the close, a good 
number of parents were present, and the occasion was one 
of interest. OTH 

No. 9. (“Town Hovuss.”) Miss Mary Farrpanxs and 
Miss Mary A. Batpwin, Teachers. Miss Fairbanks kept 
two weeks. Having been exposed to scarlet fever, the pa- 
rents did not think it safe to send their children, The 
school was doing well. , 

Winter Term.—The Committee secured the services of 
Miss Mary A. Baldwin. At each visit I found the order 
very good. ‘The large scholars felt the need of an education 
and readily co-operated with the teacher. Compositions 
were written, by all who were of sufficient age to write 
once in two weeks. This was made a pleasant and useful 
exercise. 

No. 10. (‘ Epminster.”) Miss S. A. Bryant, Teacher, 
Summer Term.— Miss Bryant has taught five terms, in this 
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district. I found these scholars studious, obedient and 
wide awake, This is one of the best schools in town in rank, 
At the close, the examinations convinced us that this was 
a working school. Here we have our best map-drawing in 
town. 

Fall Term was taught by the same judicious teacher.— 
Read the report of last term and emphasize tt. 

No. 11. (“Crry.”) Miss Mary A. Batpwin, Teacher. 

This school consisted mostly of small scholars; they re- 
quired a teacher who had patience and love for children. 
These qualities Miss B. possessed in a great degree. Har- 
mony prevailed here. Order very good. We have no 
better classes in mental Arithmetic and Geography than in 
this district. 

No. 12. (‘‘ Poppysquash.”) Miss Lizzi V.Cuark.— 
Miss Clark taught both terms. She proved that a large 
number is not necessary to the highest success. Teacher, 
parents and children labored in harmony. 

No. 13. (“Norman A. Demine’s”) Miss Neti L. 
Jackson. This school is not the easiest to manage. At 
my first visit, I found considerable whispering among the 
boys; they were inclined not to obey the request, no whis- 
pering. But Miss Jackson had the pleasure of seeing a 
daily improvement in order and habits of study. She pur- 
sued her task with energy. 

Mo. 14. (“ Hempyarp.”) No school. 

No. 15. (“Joun M. Roor’s.”) Marte E. Mircuett, 
Teacher. They are average scholars in this district. I 
asked them where they learned to read and spell ? where 
they learned Arithmetic and Geography? Their answer 
was, At home. ‘ Where there is a will, there is a way.” 

No. 16. (“'Texas.”) Miss Jennie L. Jackson, Teacher. 
Summer and Fall Terms were taught by Miss Jackson. Her 
best endeavors were put forth; and good order and good 
progress in study were her reward. 
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Remarks. Our school system has power on its side. It 
moves steadily and strongly forward. And yet greater in- 
terest seems to be called for. Our Common Schools are 
the seminaries where the great majority of our children 
obtain their education for the pressing duties of life. Our 
citizens, our parents and our teachers cannot do too much 
for them. 

Acknowledging the efficient co-operation of the Pruden- 
tial Committees, the citizens, the parents, the teachers and 
the scholars in the different districts, I respectfully submit 
the views now expressed.
